So 
many honest, sincere, useful 
lives have been wrecked just 
because of failing to be on 
guard just one moment. Soon 
over, but no chance to eateh 
back onthe other side where 
he was prosperous in the 
things of God and happy in

Only amoment before, every 
thing was lovely and victor- 
ious, but now plunged into 
total wreckage and ruin. Oh, 
the value of one moment of 
time! It cannot be estimated.

If he 
had neglected or let the proper 
moment pass by without being 
used the wreck would have 
hurled the helpless passengers 
into eternity The. value. of 
one moment! Can it really 
be estimated?: Is one mo- 
ment worth more than anoth- 
er? No matter how much 
each moment is worth every- 
one should he used for God 
and His glory,

be occupied by prayer. The 
greatest battles during the past 
reformations have been fought 
while many of the noble re- 
formers were on their knees.
